My dear Doctor: Brother Jordan has been in to see me two or 
three times lately to talk about his work. He is considerably de- 
pressed over the fact that the appropriation to Mexico has been so 
much reduced. He sees, as we all see, the wonderful opportunity now 
before us for Bible work. Perhaps it is even greater than the oppor- 
tunity of which you have heard me speak before, which came after 
the French Intervention, and which we all let slip. 

The facts are that the country has been shaken from center to 
circumference and the Mexican people have their eyes open as never 
before. Their minds are fall of inquiry. The number of these is 
constantly increasing. The rising generation will be educated as no 
previous generation has been. This is a golden opportunity to put 
into the hands of this people the Word of Life. 

It is just fifty-two years since Maximilian permitted the opening 
‘of the first Bible Agency in this country, and up to date something 
like 1,000,000 copies of the Bible or portions thereof have been dis- 
tributed in the country. But, ‘‘ What are these among so many?” 
Sixteen million men, women, and children await the entrance of the 
Word that giveth life and light. Will we withhold it or will the 
people in the United States awake to the significance of the oppor- 
tunity and give you the means that will enable you to scatter abroad 
the Book which contains the infallible remedy for all the ills which 
have afflicted these oppressed people in generations past? 

Your, Society can send a Book ahead of the Missionary, and in 
the many places where we cannot go as yet, but to which we will 
surely be called if the Book is first sent out. As I go about the 
country and look upon the mass of the people, especially of the 
humble class, I am more and more impressed with the thought that 
thousands, if not literally millions, about us can truthfully say, “ No 
man careth for my soul.” The Bible will teach them differently, and 
if given generously will bring, in the near future, out of all our dis- 
order, a happy and prosperous Mexico, the best of all neighbors lying 
to your south. Pardon the seeming insistence of my plea, but I do not 
want this good man discouraged nor his magnificent work held back.

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A Year in War Time 


HE one hundred and second annual report of the Board of Managers was presented at 
the annual meeting of the American Bible Society held at the Bible House, Thursday, 
May 9th. 

The year has brought the challenge of peculiar opportunity and the test of heavy respon- 
sibility. In the home fields the special opportunity has been created by the entrance of the 
United States into the war. In foreign lands the challenge of opportunity arises out of the 
turning of civilized and uncivilized peoples alike to the search for things that are eternal. 
The demand for the Scriptures is unprecedented. ‘The test of responsibility has put the 
officers and friends of the Society on trial as to their faith and generosity, in meeting the 


need for the Word of God which has been created by the world-war. 
In the pages which follow are evidences that the Society and its workers have not been 
blind to the heavenly vision, deaf to the human calls, or unresponsive to the patent needs 


which the year has brought. 


We present a brief summary of the major topics of the report. 


The Issues 

A second time in our second century must 
‘we report a decrease in the total issues for the 
year. In 1917 there were issued a total of 
4,818,564 volumes of Scripture against 5,604,- 
768 the year before. The main decrease has 
been in the Foreign Agencies, where we must 
report 1,951,532 issued in 1917, as against 
2,776,244 issued in 1916. Some comfort may 
be derived from the fact that this decrease 
was solely owing to lack of funds, and not to 
lack of demand. Over against this great de- 
erease in the Foreign Agencies may be placed 
a marked increase in the issues from the Bible 
House, chiefly owing to the special editions 
published for the Army and Navy during the 
latter half of the year. The Bible House re- 
ports issues of 2,644,477 volumes in 1917 as 
against 2,301,847 the year previous. The 
whole number of issues is made up of 244,515 
Bibles, 1,156,385 Testaments, and 3,417,664 
portions. 

THE TOTAL ISSUES OF THE SOCIETY IN THE 
ONE HUNDRED AND TWO YEARS OF ITS SERVICE

, The Circulation 
Reduced financial resources made it neces- 


sary to reduce greatly our field force. The 
directing staff, both of the foreign and domes- 
tic fields, has been seriously affected by ill- 
health, death, and resignation. These facts 
have had a very direct and hurtful effect upon 
the circulation for the year, which shows a 
marked decrease. 

In the Foreign Agencies the circulation was 
2,497,024, a decrease, compared with the pre- 
vious year, of a little over a million. The 
bulk of this decrease was in China, and was 
foreshadowed in the report last year. It is 
an interesting fact that slight increases in cir- 
culation took place in Latin-American coun- 
tries—Brazil, Central America, and the Philip- — 
pine Islands. The total circulation in the 
Home Agencies for 1917 was 1,106,873, as 
against 1,157,217 for the previous year. 


The Home Agencies 


The Rev. J. P. Wragg, D.D., of the Colored 
Agency, reports that the exodus of negroes to 
the North has continued, and some of his best 
workers and most faithful helpers have gone 
with their own people. 

The Rev. S. H. Kirkbride, D.D., of the 
Northwestern Agency, says that the situation 
regarding Scriptures in the European lan- 
guages grows steadily worse. The few remain- 
ing books have been sold, and it is impossible 
to furnish the Bible in Bohemian, Russian, 
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Polish, Lithuanian, Roumanian, and many 
other tongues, and even the New Tes- 
tament in all of these languages save the 
Russian. ; 

The Rev. M. B. Porter looks after Ameri- 
can Bible Society affairs in the South Atlantic 
Agency. The story of this Agency is the 
same as that told by the other Agency Secre- 
taries—a recital of the attempt to stretch a 
decreased appropriation so as to maintain an 
undiminished force and keep the tide of dis- 
tribution up. 

The Rev. Arthur F. Ragatz, D.D., the Sec- 
retary of the Western Agency, has found it 
impossible, with the money and workers avail- 
able, to hold the work up to the high mark 
of the past, but he and his co-laborers are 
praying and laboring for a better to-mor- 
row for the work of the Bible Society in the 
great inland empire covered by the Western 
Agency. 

The Rev. A. Wesley Mell, of the Pacific 
Agency, indicates as one outstanding feature 
in the work of the year an increased eager- 
ness for the Word of God manifested by sol- 
diers and among civilians, foreigners as well 
as American-born. The appeal for funds, in 
camp and school, in pulpit and on platform, 
among the poor and the well-to-do, has been 
better received than ever before. 

The feature of the year in the Southwestern 
Agency is the splendid work done by the Rev. 
J.J. Morgan and his 60 colporteurs, corre- 
spondents, and voluntary helpers in supplying 
our enlisted men in the many cantonments in 
this territory with the Word of God. The 
gratifying thing about this phase of the work 
is the fact that our soldier and sailor boys are 
hungry for the Word and receive and read it 
eagerly. 

The Rev. Henry J. Scudder, B.D., had a 
year marked by lights and shadows. The de- 
creased appropriation permitted the employ- 
.ment of only two colporteurs for the entire 
year and a lessening of the field force by 
six workers, but an increased number of peo- 
ple found their way to headquarters to buy 
Bibles. 

The Rev. Frank Marston was elected Sec- 
retary of the Central Agency December 6, 
1917, and is fast becoming acquainted with 
the varying conditions in the Agency, and is 
rapidly learning how to minister to the varied 
needs of the vast population he serves. 

The Rev. Frank P. Parkin, D.D., succeeded 
the Rev. Leighton W. Eckard, D.D., as Sec- 
retary of the Atlantic Agency in May, 1917. 
The polyglot population, particularly in the 
mining regions of Pennsylvania, makes use 
of the Scriptures in many different lan- 
guages. The war has shut off much of the 
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supply of the Scriptures in foreign tongues. 
while at the same time the demand for them 
was never so great, both for use in the home- 
land and to send to relatives and friends 
across the seas. 


The Foreign Agencies 


The Rev. W. F. Jordan has continued in 
charge of the West Indies Agency and also 
of the Agency in Mexico. He has been 
obliged to conduct the work in the West In- 
dies chiefly by correspondence. With the help 
of the four foreign and four native workers, 
18,382 volumes of the Scripture have been put 
in circulation. 

During the year Mr. Jordan took his fam- 
ily to Mexico, purposing to make his home 
there and to administer from the capital city 
of Mexico both the Mexico Agency and the 
Agency in the West Indies. The difficulties 
of travel incident to the war have made this 
impracticable, so that he has had to give the 
most of his attention to Mexico. : 

The circulation again advances and shows 
a distribution, in fourteen languages, during 
the year ending December 31, 1917, of 97,265 
volumes. The conditions in the republic and 
the limitations resulting therefrom are par- 
ticularly noticeable in the fact that only 65 
towns and villages have been visited. 

The Rev. James Hayter, who has had 
charge of the Central America Agency for 
more than ten years, presents his last report, 
having resigned in order to join the mission- 
ary staff of the Presbyterian Mission in Gua- 
temala. He has rendered faithful service and 
will be long remembered as one of the most 
earnest and useful of our Foreign Agents, 
handling with energy a difficult field. He is 
succeeded by Dr. José Marcial-Dorado, of 
Madrid, Spain. 

The total circulation in the La Plata Agen- 
cy amounts to 63,413 volumes. This is a 
falling off from the preceding year, which was 
expected, owing to the decrease in appropria- 
tion, the increase in cost of every form of 
service and of the Scriptures which were 
forwarded from the Bible House in New 
York, and to the fact that the immense de- 
mand upon the Society’s presses for war 
work, and the difficulties of importation, re- 
duced the stock of Scriptures available for 
this field. The Rev. Francis G. Penzotti has 
working under his supervision 23 sub-A gents, 
colporteurs, Bible-women, and correspond- 
ents. They visited last year 694 towns and 
villages. « 

It is an interesting fact that the circulation 
increased in the Brazil Agency in spite of a 
reduced appropriation and the other problems 
incident to the unusual war conditions. This 
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s very likely owing to the fact that the Rey. 
dr. Tucker has been at headquarters caring 
or affairs. 

Mr. W. W. Peet has been Acting Agent for 
he Levant since the death of Dr. Bowen, in 
Yetober, 1916. Mr. Peet stayed on in Con- 
ttantinople as long as it was deemed wise 
ind after remaining for awhile in Switzerland 
‘eturned to the United States. The circu- 
ation in Bulgaria in spite of the war amount- 
2d to 42,890 volumes. It is a satisfaction 
-o know that it has been possible to con- 
tinue work effectively in Egypt. Twenty- 
bight persons visited 795 towns and villages. 
They have circulated a total of 27,147 vol- 
uumes. 

The Rev. Robert Irwin in reporting for 
Siam shows that Scriptures have been needed 
rin eighteen languages. The total circulation 
for the year is 102,529 volumes. The Agent 
idoes not lead a sedentary life, but is away 
from home a large portion of the time visit- 
ing the far-off sections of his extensive 
ifield. 

Dr. John R. Hykes, D.D., for many years 
in charge of China, with a staff of sub-Agents 
and colporteurs numbering 62, and with 35 
foreign and 612 native correspondents, put 
‘into circulation throughout China, 1,489,580 
volumes. The covering of this vast field in- 
volved the visiting of 3,652 towns and vil- 
lages. The circulation might easily have 
been quadrupled, if the funds had been avail- 
able. 

Owing to the absence at home on fur- 
lough of Dr. Schwartz, the Rev. Karl Au- 
rell has been in charge of the Society’s 
affairs in the northern half of the Japanese 
Empire, which is the field covered by the 
Society in its arrangements with the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Society. We are glad 
to report that Dr. Schwartz has improved 
in health during his extended rest at home. 
The circulation for the year was in advance 
of the year before. A total of 141,235 vol- 
umes in 17 languages, was distributed dur- 
ing the year by a staff of 97 workers, and 
1,803 of the picturesque towns and villages. 
of Japan were visited by these Bible mis- 
sionaries. 

The Rev. S. A. Beck, in charge of the 
Korea Agency, reports a good work during 
the year. The high price of living is as much 
in evidence in this ‘‘Land of the Morning 
Calm’ as in the rest of the world, and this 
has affected the cost of books. The total 
circulation reaches 279,176 volumes. All of 
these books are printed either in Seoul or 
Yokohama. 

_ From the Philippine Islands the Rev. Mr. 
McLaughlin reports for the year a staff of 15 
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native colporteurs and 291 correspondents. 
In all, a total of 119,409 volumes in 15 lan- 
guages (nine of which are dialects peculiar to 
the Islands) have been put into circulation. 
It is an interesting fact that all of these 
Scriptures are printed by the Fukuin Printing 
Company at Yokohama, Japan. 


The Bible Society Record 

It has been cheering to receive an unusual 
number of commendatory letters from sub- 
scribers stating that the Rrcorp has been 
increasingly attractive. This testimony counts 
the more in view of the fact that the annual 
subscription price of the REcorp had been 
advanced from thirty cents to one dollar. 


Other Publications 


The presses in the Bible House have ac- 
complished wonders during the year. Not 
only has the year’s output of Bibles, Testa- 
ments, and portions been one of the largest 
in their history, but they also sent out an un- 
usual number of other publications, the total 
output of which during 19)7 was 538,180 cop-- 
ies. With the entrance of our country into. 
the war and the institution of a campaign to. 
supply Scriptures to our soldiers and sailors,. 
special literature bearing on this subject was 
issued, 209,000 copies being printed. 


Auxiliary Bible Societies 


The Auxiliary Bible Societies have, for the: 
thirteenth consecutive year, increased their 
gifts. Their contributions for 1917 amounted 
to $32,684.38. 


In Memoriam 


Three officers of the Society died during 
the year: The Hon. John W. Foster, LL.D., 
the senior Vice-President of the Society; 
Recording Secretary the Rev. Henry Otis 
Dwight, LL.D.; and Agency Secretary the 
Rev. George S. J. Browne, D.D. 


Conclusion 


To no year, and especially not to such a 
year as the past, can there be a conclusion 
according to the calendar, when record is 
being made of its accomplishments and ef- 
fects. The experiences of the year are teach- 
ing us, as other experiences taught one who 
lived long ago, to “go softly”? before the 
Lord. Again, too, is being emphasized a 
truth long ago uttered, as the war and its 
accompaniments prove the transitoriness of 
all things earthly, that “the Word” abides. 
As those to whom in no small measure have 
been committed the oracles of God, we must 
face the future with renewed zeal and conse- 
cration.

VERY often it is found that the history of a 
local auxiliary of the Bible Society clusters 
around a single family.

Agency for the Colored People of the South 


R. J.P. WRAGG was moved to poesy as 

he reviews the activities and accomplish- 
ments of the past year in his Agency, and 
sets them forth in detail in his annual report. 
Work in this Agency is always very difficult, 
but war, an increasing exodus, a hard winter, 
less money, fewer workers, and a shortage of 
stock multiplied the difficulties the past year. 
With much sorrow Dr. Wragg chronicles a 
falling off in the circulation of 10,714 volumes, 
but is happy in reporting an increase of nearly 
$400 for the books sold. 

As one reads the narratives sent in by these 
colored Bible missionary colporteurs, he is 
struck with the amount of faithful, toilsome, 
house-to-house work which these men do, not 
alone among the homes of decent and well-to- 
do people, but chiefly among the very poorest 
and neglected classes. 


My narrative will tell just what we tried 
to do, and the figures below will show you 
that there was a decrease in our circulation 
(to our sorrow) to the number of 10,714. 
There was an increase in the cash from sales 
to the amount of $385.97. é 

This story of figures does not indicate a 
backward but a forward move in Bible work 
in the Agency. Back of it is an explanation. 

For three months we had a period of un- 
usual sleet, snow, and rain. We had a staff 
of only three men, and at times some of us 
felt the heavy hand of la grippe, which kept 
us from active service. The period of the 
oncoming war was upon us, and our men, 
along with all the people, must wear the Stars 
and Stripes to show their loyalty to their 
country. How proud they were to march out 
of our office with their flag and button—true 
to God and their country! The exodus was 
still going on, greater than ever before. 
Many of our best people were leaving for other 
fields and other employment. At times it 
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seemed very, very dark to us and our work- 
ers. On every side the calls came for books. 
Money orders had to be returned. Mr. Foulke, 
doing his best to keep us going with what 
books he could get, our men trying to interest 
the people in the best bindings, and my trying 
to keep them encouraged by telling them that 
as soon as we could get the coal we would 
get the books—in patience we plodded on. 
Through it all we were blessed, as our peo- 
ple began to get interested in buying Bibles 
with better bindings. This will explain to 
you the reason of the increase in the cash for 
1917, and a decrease in the circulation. 

Many of our readers are well acquainted 
with our faithful Colporteur Benton, and I am 
sure they will be interested in his story about 
his visits in the different sections where he 
has labored this year. 

“IT am up here in the mountains, where the 
snow is very deep and it is cold. Saturday 
night was the coldest that has been in this 
section for a long time. It was 20 degrees 
below zero. While I have not been able to 
make full time, on account of the bad weather, 
you will see from this report that I kept peck- 
ing through the snow trying to find the people 
who needed to be comforted. Very often I 
know that I was called a “snow man,’ instead 
of the ‘ Bible-man,’ by those who passed me, 
but when I was brave enough to stop them 
and begin to shake off my snow and pull out 
my Bibles they had to laugh and cry out—'I 
see you are plucky. We will have tocall you 
‘our snow Bible-man.” I somehow enjoy 
following up new railroads, although it is very 
hard work this kind of weather, as the rain 
and snow always cause many landslides and 
washouts, so that the trains cannot run for 
sometimes two weeks. So you must walk as 
much as you ride if you are to do the work 
you are sent out to do in these mountain sec- 
tions. 

‘When I did get out of these parts I made 
my way to the mining district-where I had 
worked ten years ago. I found only two of 
the families there that were there at that time. 
This mine was closed down. In asking ques- 
tions, I found that another coal company was 
digging coal on the opposite side, and that 
they had met, which made a new road of 
five miles under the mountain. I was very 
glad to learn this as I knew I would find the 
people. I made the trip (of course on my 
feet). When I reached the camps I received 
a welcome and put out a goodly number of 
books. 

; Here I am, all wrapped in snow—every- 
thing closed down. I made a quick canvass 
of the little town, anyway, and succeeded in 
putting out some books, too, as you will see 
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from my report. Some were able to buy ther 
and to others I had to give. I look well t! 
this. A man who can buy acigar can cel 
tainly buy some part of the Word. 

‘“Here I am again, after many years. A 
I went to my old boarding place I found tha 
some of the family had passed to the othe 
world, but those who were there received m 
and gave me achance to remain with then 
until I left the city. This is court week ane 
I felt for certain that I would have a chance 
to see some of the people at the courtyard 
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but the cold had them all shut in. I made 
my way to a little mining camp in a hurry 
and—what do you think—it was their pay 
day! I tell you, I made my way in to see 
the mayor at once, and he told me to go righf 
on and do my best. I did my ‘best.’ I le 
there feeling that God had hedged me in anc 
turned me to this needy crowd. 
It is now June, and I have on new life 
and am in good spirits. All my books are 
gone and I am in need of more. The one 
great problem is to get the books.”’ 
Colporteur Neal has been working in the 
state of Arkansas during the year. He ha 
visited some of the gatherings and tried to 
interest the people in the work. He was pre: 
ent at one of the conferences, made a good 
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speech to his brothers, and succeeded in rais- 
ing a fine collection from that conference. 
Colporteur Cook is still on the job, visiting 
‘here and there—in fact, it is hard to keep up 
with him. He says: “I am just in froma 
circuit where I had the pleasure of addressing 
the leaders and stewards of the churches. 
They seemed to enjoy my talk and in a few 
minutes my last family Bible was sold.’’ 
Mr. Cook frequently writes us about his 
1 nightly meetings, where he gathers the young 
j people together from the different churches 
¢ and they have a regular “Bible Exhibition.”’ 
| He has been able to do some good Bible work 
iin this way. Many have been stirred to read 
t their Bibles with much interest. 


He is now in the Delta section. He says: 


“This is one of the most filthy cities that 
|] have been in. These alleys and lanes are 
/ dreadful. I cannot see how human beings 
‘can exist in such places. Yet these folk are 
(eager forthe Scriptures. I donot understand 
them, I am sure, and will hate to leave when 
my time is up. 

“Tam sorry to burden you with my troubles, 
but I cannot stay here any longer, much as I 
would like todoso. Typhoid fever is raging 
and I worked Saturday when my temperature 
was one hundred and three and a half.” 


This colporteur could not remain away from 
the place, although we insisted that he should. 
He stopped but a few days, and right back to 
that field he went, seeking out those very, 
very neglected people. 

This letter came from one of our worthy 
men on the field and we were greatly touched. 
I know that our heavenly Father has made 
record of the faithful work of these heroic 
men, of whom the world hears and knows so 
little. be 
Colporteur F. Paul Augustine writes us as 
follows: ‘“One of the most striking experi- 
ences of the season was the treatment I met 
at one of the sawmill plants near New Or- 
leans. On Saturday morning I arrived at the 
station with two cases packed heavily with 
Bibles and Testaments. As I stepped onthe 
ground I was approached by three armed men 
who styled themselves ‘officers of the plant.’ 
Without any consultation they ordered me 
away. But I was persistent and determined 
in my efforts, and in a few brief and well- 
chosen words told the men of my mission. 
Their first reply was—‘We don’t allow peo- 
ple to sell anything in this place—Bibles or 
no Bibles!’ I still insisted for a chance to 
sell the Word of God to the hundreds of poor 
people who were hungry for it. Finally I was 
searched; and as there was found nothing in 
my possession save the Word of God, I was 
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permitted to sell, with the understanding that 
they didn’t allow anyone to sell books or any- 
thing else within the town. I entered the 
place prayerfully and watchfully, and the re- 
sult was that I returned home the next day 
with only two books in my possession. The 
people were ready to receive the message I 
had for them. They were eager for the Word 
of God.”’ 

Hazel W. David writes: 

“One of the most agreeable surprises of my 
life came as the days went on in my work as 
colporteur during the past year. The eager- 
ness of the people among whom I worked for 
the Scriptures was indeed a surprise; for I 
thought when I left for the road that war 
preparations and the high cost of living would 
have the most prominent place in the thought 
and life of the people. When I reached South 
Carolina I found a Bible rally going on for 
the purpose of supplying the pews for a 
church, and for a few days the most important 
person in town was the ‘Bible-man,’ for I was 
known by that name wherever I went. 

‘““T mentioned the fact that I had found many 
homes without Bibles, many of them due to 
poverty—when a generous man bought Bibles 
to the amount of twenty dollars which he gave 
away in a careful and systematic manner. 

“Many times I was refused permission to 
stand on the streets, but some way would be 
open to carry on the work. While working 
in the tobacco section of North Carolina I 
used the street method of reaching the farm- 
ers. In this way many Bibles found their 
way into the most remote sections. Then at 
times I was given encouragement by the of- 
ficials of the city or town, and sometimes ac- 
tual assistance was given them.” 


E. W. Dean tells us: 


“‘T have often heard of the good work car- 
ried on by the American Bible Society among 
my people and all people. But since my own 
personal experience as a colporteur for the 
Society, this past summer, I am forced to say 
‘the half has never been told.’ 

‘“ The first town visited was in the state of 
South Carolina. The mayor said that any- 
thing for the uplift of the people would be 
encouraged, and for me to try to sell every 
person a Bible. The next day a minstrel 
show came to town, and a place was secured 
to sell Bibles in front of the main entrance. 
While one man cried, ‘Buy a ticket to the big 
show!’ another was heard to say, ‘Come buy 
a Holy Bible!’ Some bought books and car- 
ried them into the show, while a few others 
bought Bibles or Testaments with the money 
intended for the showman.”’ 4 

“Tn the course of his rounds the colporteur - 
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meets with the comic and the tragic, pleasure 
and pain; he is in perils and journeys often, 
but with the prospect of placing the Book of 
books in someone’s home that needs it, all 
the dark features are soon forgotten, he know- 
ing that each Bible sold forwards the kingdom 
of Christ.”’ 


South Georgia 
Colporteur W. H. Williams writes: 


““We spent the first three months in Au- 
gusta, Ga. As we were prohibited from hav- 
ing our stand on the streets in some places, 
as was customary, we confined ourselves to a 
canvass from door to door. Some portions 
of the city, where ministers confessed all 
hopes were lost, we made frequent visits to 
and often could see and hear the inmates hid- 
ing cards, dice, and occasionally bottles, and 
then inviting us in. The police of that ward 
expressed their regret for my not having a 
full access to the city. 

“From Augusta, Ga., we worked Aiken, 
S.C., a distance of twenty-five miles, which 
was made by trolley line. Stepping off the 
car we inquired, from a gentleman standing 
by for the mayor’s office; he said, ‘I am 
he,’ and gladly granted myrequest. A police 
officer led the way and bought a Bible for his 
little boy. All the people from the rural dis- 
trict for a radius of ten or twelve miles crowded 
the little town, and at about 4.30 our stock was 
exhausted. The following Saturday the chief 
of police was the first to bid me Godspeed. 
Throughout the day he went in the back alleys 
and brought out the rough element of our peo- 
ple (leading them by the arm as if en route 
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for the prison), stopped at our table, and per: 
suaded them to buy Bibles.”’ 
The one thing that gives us many anxious 
nights in trying to do this work is that we are 
forced, without having the means, to meet all 
who call upon us for books. Weare doing all 
that we can to stretch what we have over a larg 
surface. Oh, that people who have money 
could hear some of the cries for God’s Word! 
During the month of June it came to us that 
a number of young men would be leaving th 
city of Atlanta for the training camp at Des 
Moines, Ia. This news did not reach me until 
nearly time for the boys to leave the city. I 
called up early that morning to find out all I 
could as to the time. I packed my green bag 
as full of books as it would hold and started 
on my journey. Avery large number of peo- 
ple were there to see their loved ones leave. 
They watched us as we ran from one car to 
another, putting a Bible in the hands of those 
loyal men of Uncle Sam. Wecould not reach 
all of the men in this way, so with the help of 
the Rev. Thompson, pastor of the Radcliffe 
Memorial Church (Presbyterian) of this city, 
we caught them as they boarded the train. 
When we had succeeded in reaching all the 
men we could, and had put out seventy-seven 
copies, we were both very happy, as we re- 
turned home, knowing that they had the Book. 
Inclosed you will find the picture of our little 
colporteur, as he likes to call himself. We 
were not able to get the service of his father 
this year, and I am sure many have missed 
that tiny knock and that soft voice as he went 
from door to door, offering the Bread of Life. 
“And a little child shall lead them.”

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


| Pie twelfth stated meeting of the Board 
of Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety in its one hundred and second year 
was held at the Bible House, Astor Place, 
New York, Thursday, April 4, 1918, at 3.30 
p.m., President James Wood in the chair. 
Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. S. H. Kirkbride, D.D., who read from 
the tenth chapter of the Epistle to the Ro- 
mans, after which he offered prayer. 
; Mr. Mornay Williams, chairman of the spe- 
cial committee appointed at the previous 
meeting, read the following minute on the 


death of the Rev. James F. Riggs, D.D., 
which was approved and adopted: 


The Rev. James Forsyth Riggs, D.D., for many 
years the chairman of the Committee on Versions of 
the American Bible Society, was singularly and hap- 
pily distinguished in the circumstances of his birth 
and early training. The son of Dr. Elias Riggs, and 
the brother of Dr. Edward Riggs, well-known mis- 
sionaries of the American Board in Turkey, he owed 
to his missionary ancestry the fact that he was able 
to claim as his birthplace ancient Smyrna, the site of 
the only one of the seven churches of Asia, the mes= 
sage to which, as recorded in the book of Revelation, 
contained no word of reproach; and he made the 
glorious promise to that church the motive and motto 
of his life—‘‘ Be thou faithful unto death and I will 
give thee a crown of life.’ 

Prepared for college by his parents, he graduated 
from Princeton before he was twenty years of age, 
and held the Boudinot Historical Fellowship there 
before he had attained his majority. He then took 
postgraduate studies with his father in Constanti- 
nople, returned to the United States, taught school 
for a year, and graduated from Union Theological 
Seminary in 1878, when he was barely twenty-six 
years of age. Surely a crowded life for a young mant 
The succeeding forty years of his life- were spen 
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uhiefly in the pastorates of the Presbyterian and Re- 
prmed churches in the state of New Jersey, though 
pr six years—from 1892 to 1898—he was Professor of 
New Testament Greek in the New Brunswick Theo- 
pgical Seminary and lecturer on historical subjects 
tinder the auspices of the Rutgers College Extension 
system. For the last twenty years he was pastor of 
‘he Brick Presbyterian Church in East Orange, N. J. 

A man of broad and deep scholarship, he was sin- 
sularly well qualified for his position as chairman of 
ihe Committee on Versions of this Society, and 
hough his chief work was as pastor and preacher, 
yhe Society and the world owes much to him for his 
sontribution to Bible translation and revision. 

It is a pleasant memory to his associates on the 
Board that at the last meeting which he attended— 
jhat of January 3, 1918, just three weeks before his 
leath—he led the devotional services, choosing for 
the Scripture lesson the opening verses of the four- 
veenth chapter of the Gospel of, St. John. 

The man who makes faithfulness the motive of his 
tiife is the man who overcomes; to such a one the 
drst and lesser death is but the portal into larger life; 
;or he inherits the second promise to the church at 
Smyrna—‘* He that overcometh shall not be hurt of 
the second death.’’ 

The Committee of Distribution reported 
grants during the months June—December, 
1917, and January-February, 1918, in the 
Jomestic field, to the value of $2,962.36 as 
follows: 

To needy individuals, missions, etc., $2,- 
509.15; to Sunday schools, institutions, etc., 
at half rates, $196.27; to the indigent blind, 
$221.66; Pulpit Bibles to needy churches, 
$35.28. 

Among the grants in the domestic field 

were 700 Bibles and 1,000 New Testaments 
to the Presbyterian Board of Publication and 
Sunday-school Work; 500 Bibles to the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church Board of Sunday 
Schools; 2,000 Navaho Scriptures to the Rev. 
F. G. Mitchell, Arizona; 3,000 Bibles and 
6,000 Testaments to the American Sunday 
School Union; all of these grants for sale and 
distribution. Partial grants were made to the 
Yew. C. A. and W. C. T. U. 
In foreign fields grants were reported to the 
value of $1,587.37. Grants were made to mis- 
sionaries inthe Virgin Islands, Barbadoes, Por- 
to Rico, Bolivia, Hawaii, and East Africa, in 
addition to supplies sent to our Foreign Agen- 
cies, and grants of Army and Navy Scrip- 
tures made to the Bible Society of France, 
besides 2,500 Spanish Testaments and 5,000 
Spanish portions for the Porto Rican soldiers 
in the service of the United States. 

Grants of funds for the year 1918 to Bible 
Societies in Europe, and Missions in Europe 
and Asia, for work under their auspices, were 
approved as follows: 

Methodist Episcopal Church, Switzerland, 
$250; Italy, $100; Reformed Church in Ameri- 
ea, Arabia, $400; India, $100; Bible Society of 
France, $250: Evangelical Society of Geneva, 
$100; Waldensian Aid Society, Italy, $100. 
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The Committee on Foreign Agencies re- 
ported the death of the Rev. John W. Butler, 
D.D., for thirty years a missionary of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in Mexico, and a 
supporter of the American Bible Society. 
The Secretaries were authorized to send an 
expression of sympathy to the Board of For- 
eign Missions of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and to Mrs. Butler. 

From South America came word through 
Bishop Oldham, in charge of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in South America, and re- 
cently returned from a tour of his field, that 
the Agents of the Society in that continent 
were very greatly exercised over the difficulty 
of procuring Scriptures from the Bible House, 
owing to war transportation difficulties. Let- 
ters were presented from the various Foreign 
Agency Secretaries. 

On nomination by the Pennsylvania Bible 
Society, Mr. W. S. Pilling was elected as a2 
Vice-President of the American Bible So- 
ciety. 

The Secretaries reported the following con- 
signments to Foreign Agencies during the 
month of March: 

To Brazil,4,825 volumes, valued at $894.90; 
to Central America, 207 volumes, valued at 
$65.35; to Japan, 213 volumes, valued at 
$42.06; to Mexico, 5 volumes, valued at $2.21; 
to West Indies, 2,347 volumes, valued at 
$482.26. Total volumes, 7,597, valued at 
$1,486.78. 

The issues from the Bible House during 
the month of March were 318,998 volumes.
